The  scheme  for  the  supply  of  water  to  five  villages  in 
the  Eastern  part  of  the  district  was  completed  during 
the  year.  Mains  had  been  laid  in  Barrowden  village  but 
the  supply  had  not  been  connected  at  the  end  of  the  year. 
A  scheme  to  extend  the  five  village  scheme  „in  order  to 
supply  water  to  Preston  and  Ridlington  was  ready  to 
commence  at  the  end  of  the  year,  and  the  same  applied  to 
the  parishes  of  Belton  and  -allexton.  Ministry  approval 
for  the  Council  to  purchase  the  Uppingham  Waterworks 
from  the  Uppingham  Waterworks  Company  had  not  been 
received  at  the  end  of  the  year  and  a  Ministry  inquiry 
was  being  arranged.

Some  work  was  done  to  extend  the 
carrier  system  on  to  the  second  field  ,  whilst  a  length  of 
outfall  sewer  adjacent  to  Seaton  Hoad  had  to  be  relaid  during 
the  year,

General. 

The  inspection  of  houses  throughout  the  district  in 
connection  with  the  Council’s  future  Slum  Clearance  programme 
under  the  Housing  net,  1936  was  completd  during  the  year.  A 
total  of  8  4  houses  was  scheduled  for  action  under  Sections 
11  and  25  of  the  Housing  Act,  1936,  and  the  period  decided  as 
necessary  to  secure  the  demolition  of  all  houses  to  be  fifteen 
years.  The  number  of  houses  to  be  demolished  during  the  first 
five  years  was  scheduled  at  40, 

The  Council  continued  to  operate  the  Improvement  Grant 
Scheme  and  11  grants  were  given  during  the  year,  whilst  further 
applications  were  being  considered  during  the  year.  One  applicatio 
only  was  refused.

Post  War  Housing. 

During  the  year  11  houses  were  completed  and  occupied  by 
Council  applicants  on  the  Leicester  Road  Estate.  No  Council 
Houses  were  in  course  of  construction  at  the  end  of  the  year. 
Five  private  development  houses  were  completed  and  occupied 
during  the  year  whilst  six  were  in  course  of  construction  at  the 
end  of  the  year. 

On  the  31st  December,  1955  there  were  115  applications  for 
Council  Houses  on  the  Waiting  List  of  which  33  were  from  outside 
the  district. 


SUPBRV I SIO N  OF  FOOD. 

Biological  examination  of  milk  continued  throughout  the 
year  and  22  samples  were  taken  and  submitted  to  the  Laboratory 
for  examination.  One  sample  of  milk  was  reported  on  as  stowing 
brucella  abortus  and  the  necessary  action  was  taken  to  prevent 
the  raw  milk  reaching  the  public. 


Ice-Cream. 


No  ice-cream  is  manufactured  in  the  district.  All  registered 
premises  sell  pre-packed  ice-cream  obtained  from  approved 
Manufacturers. 

Heat  and  Other  Foods. 

The  improvement  in  the  handling  and  cleanliness  of  food 
offered  for  sale  was  maintained  during  the  year  but  constant 
visits  to  food  premises  are  still  required. 

Six  Slaugtherhouses  were  lieensed  during  the  year 
(temporarily).  Jfcost  of  these  are  not  used  to  their  full 
capacity.
